BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — A British soldier and a 
guerrilla 
gunman 
were 
shot 
dead in Belfast early today and 
shooting broke out in London­ 
derry as the Irish Republican 
Army continued its offensive 
across Northern. Ireland. 
Troops in Londonderry were 
fired on by snipers and claimed 
hitting two of their attackers. 
“ We think one of them may 
have been 
killed.” 
an 
army 
spokesman said. 
Eleven persons — five sol­ 
diers and six civilians •— were 
killed during the past 24 hours, 
raising the death toll in three 
years of communal fighting to 
438. 


With the British government 
now fighting to salvage some 
prospect for its four-month-old- 
peace 
initiative, 
hundreds of 
Catholics were heading for the 
Irish 
Republican 
border 
and 
scores of families in the capital 
were leaving their homes to 
seek refuge in Belfast’s strong­ 
ly 
guarded 
“no-go” 
strong­ 
holds. 
After a week of violence fol­ 
lowing the collapse of the Irish 
Republican 
Army’s 
13-day 
cease-fire last 
Sunday, 
many 
persons, 
both 
Catholic 
and 
Protestant, feared the violence 
would 
hit 
a 
new' 
peak 
this 
weekend. 


The soldier was killed by a 
sniper shortly after midnight as 
an army patrol scouted Lena- 
doon Avenue, already the scene 
of 
bitter 
confrontations

week. 
At Ligoniel, on the outskirts 
of 
Belfast, 
four 
gunmen 
at­ 
tacked a Royal Marine position. 
An army marksman killed one 
of the attackers as the group 
fled 
Troops believed that another 
man had also been hit after 
finding a trail of blood leading 
away from the area. 
In Antrim, police stopped a 
car being used to transport a 
gelignite bomb and arrested a 
man. 
Security forces sealed off the 
shopping center of Omagh in a 
midnight operation 
aimed 
at 
foiling guerrilla bombers. Their 
barricades left

trance to the downtown area.

Picture this situation: You are a small 
businessman with a half-dozen employes. 
One day, out of the blue, a federal safety 
inspector shows up and tours your es­ 
tablishment. 
A few weeks later, you are notified that 
you have violated a section of the Occu­ 
pational Safety and Health Act of 1970. 
You ask for a copy of the regulation you 
have allegedly violated. You are told 
there are no copies availablé, and fined 
$16 for the violation. 
Two weeks later, you receive a 248- 
page list of the regulations from the Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health Adminis­ 
tration. There is nothing in it about the 
offense you are charged with. So, once 
again, you ask the officials for a copy of 
the pertinent regulation. 
Another month passes, and you re­ 
ceive a 48-page supplement to the 248- 
page rule book. It covers your situation, 
but does not indicate that you are vio­ 
lating the rule. You appeal. 
After a four-hour hearing, involving 
seven federal officials, the charge against 
you is dismissed in a 19-page decision. 
Ridiculous? Sure, but it’s a true story. 
And many other small businessmen have 
had similar experiences. 
Expecting the small businessman to 
cope with a 248-page legal document is 
bad enough, but that is only the tip of 
the iceberg. The Associated General Con­ 
tractors estimates that a building con­ 
tractor who wants to get everything he 
needs to be fully informed of his respons­ 
ibilities under the law would have to 
spend $6,000 for a stack of documents 
17 feet high. 
Yet — believe it or not — the OS HA 
began enforcing the new act with little 
prior attem pt to educate the business­ 
man to his responsibilities. And no won­ 
der . . . there is evidence that many of 
the federal enforcers have not been very 
well educated, either. 
A safe environment is important at 
work or at home. But safety regulations 
should have some relationship to condi­ 
tions in the real world. Unfortunately, 
many of OSHA’s do not. For example, 
fire extinguishers suitable for wood, 
paper and cloth fires are required on 
building construction projects — even 
for steel and concrete buildings. Or, take 
ice — drinking water for workers can­ 
not have ice in it. Why? Because years 
ago, ice came' from frozen rivers op 
ponds, and was therefore likely to be un­ 
sanitary. And so on. 
Nor should a law be so complex that 
it cannot be understood by those who 
must live under it. But many of OSHA’s 
regulations would be a mystery to any 
businessman who cannot afford to keep 
a staff of highly trained experts, as do 
the big corporations. There are 11 pages, 
for example, all relating to ladders, their 
construction and use. How many differ­ 
ent ladders do you use in your operation? 
How long would it take you to see if you 
are in compliance with just this one reg­ 
ulation? 
Congress, which passed the law in 
haste, under intense pressure from spe­ 
cial interest groups, is now taking a sec­ 
ond look, under equally intense pressure 
from outraged small businessmen. Tak­ 
ing a second look is a very good idea. 
The Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration might find that a wise 
course to follow with respect to its own 
practices, too. It clearly needs to be­ 
come more educational and less punitive. 
And there are encouraging signs that it 
may be moving in this direction. After 
all, nobody wants accidents . . . but there 
are legitimate grounds for disagreeing 
on the best ways to prevent them.

PRICE INDEX DROPS 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Cost of Liv­ 
ing Council Director Donald Rumsfeld 
says that “all in all we’ve done not a bad 
job” in controlling prices and wages. 
He told the Commonwealth Club Fri­ 
day that the consumer price index has 
dropped from 3.9 to 2.9 per cent since 
President Nixon imposed price and wage 
controls last August. 
The national goals were to hold unem­ 
ployment to four per cent with an infla­ 
tion rate between two and three per cent, 
Rumsfeld said. But the current jobless 
rate is 5.5 per cent. 
Rumsfeld noted that in the last 30 
years there have been only two years — 
1944 and 1953 — when unemployment 
was under five per cent while the econ­ 
omy’s inflation rate was below three per 
cent. 
He said the gross national product’s 
annual increase since last August has 
moved up to a 5.7 per cent rate from 2.4 
percent and predicted 1972 would be re­ 
garded as one of the national economy’s 
best years.
